Mr. Sam Barn, the editor of the 
Alabama State Journal, is becoming 
even unnaturally demonstrative in 
his advocacy ofa third term. He 
is fully convinced that ‘as the voice 
of the people is the voice of God, 
President Grant will be forced to 
accede the popular will and allow 
the use of his name as the means of 
saving the country from bankruptcy, 
repudiation and ruin.” 


A RATHER Curious reason is given 
for the suspension of the Baltimore 
Evening Times—a journal started 
under very fair auspices a few weeks 
ago. Zhe editor-in-chief says that 
in the outset, when no division exist- 
ed in the party ranks, all the editors 
were in.accord. At present, how- 
ever, they differ so irreconcilably in 
opinion that “it is judged best to 
suspend the paper until a new and 
more harmonious orgarization can 
be effected.” 


A TeLecram received Friday night 
from Mississippi indicates that Gov. 
Ames has caved in. In other words, 
that he recognizes the fact that his 
State is not in rebellion. Why sheuld 
Mississippi or any Southern State 
be placed in that attitude? Has it 
come to this, that defence of life 
should be construed into hostility to 
a government. But the Government 
does not so look upon it and we dis- 
miss Gov. Ames with the contempt 
that we have previously expressed 
for him. 


Unper the sanction of the Bishop 
of Toulouse a pamphiet has been 
issued and extensively circulated 
through Franee on Freemasonry, in 
which the author declares that the 
Free Masons are possessed of a 
Satanic seeret ; that they perform a 
mockery of the mass on an altar 
lighted by six candles, that every 
member, after spitting on the craci- 
fix, tramples it beneath his feet, 
and that at the conclusion of the 
ceremony every one ascends the 
altar and strikes the holy sacrament 
with a poinard. 


Ir seems likely that there will be 
more serious trouble with the Mor- 
mons. A telegram says that “in the 
District court at Salt Lake, Utah, 
Wednesday, Judge Boreman deliver- 
ed a strong charge to the grand jury 
2 opposition to polygamy or bigamy 
in regard to the law of Congress of 
1862, which provides for the punish- 
ment of this offense. He called up- 
on the jury to indict all persons 
living in polygamy, and said it de- 
pends upon grand juries whether 
the laws shall be enforced or not, or 
whether Congress shall be called 
upon to give better laws.” 


Tue irrepressible Chinaman has 
asserted himself famously in the 
Sandwich Islands. Some of the 
planters there, believing that cheap 
Chinese labor would be an improve- 
ment up on that of the Kansas, im- 
ported a lot of coolies; but many of 
these, after working a while, manag- 
ed to save enough money to set up 
for themselves, and now they are 
eompeting in all kinds of business 
with their old masters. It is said 
--§bere are from 4,000 to 5,000 China- 
men in the islands, and that they 
have not only almost monopolized 
the retail trade, but some of them 
do an extensive business as merch- 
ants and planters. They marry 
and intermarry with the natives, and 
the handsomest half-caste woman in 
Honolulu is the wife of a prosperous 


Chinese merchant.

THE BINGHAM SCHOOL. 

In our local columns a good deal 
has been said of the Bingham School. 
‘In the formal exposition of our 
editorial opinion we retract nothing. 

Hereditary talent is worth some- 
thing. People come to rely upon 
what has been established by repu- 
tation. It looks back to the dak 
ages of our educational lights, and 
you will find the Bingham family 
holding out the torches to lead the 
benighted crowd out of darkness. 
The torch has been held aloft by 
son and grand-son, and beams now 
with distinguished brilliancy. Col. 
Bingham comes forward as the 
bright precentor of a coming future. 


We see it stated, says the Rich- 
mond Whig, that a subscription has 
been started to raise a fund for a 
monument to “American Girl,” the 
famous trotting mare, and that 
liberal amounts, in some cases as 
high as fifty dollars have been con- 
tributed. This is really a sad mock- 
ery of the high moral sentiment that 
moves men to erect monuments to 
the memories of those of their fellow- 
men who have been illustrious in 
life. And if dead horses are to be 
thus honored it is getting time for 
dead men to be left to history and 
tradition alone. 

“American Girl” was a fast trotter 
certainly, and she died in harness 
doing he: “level best” to the last; 
but we can hardly think she is en- 
titled to a monument of marble er 
of brass, or that any other horses 
hereafter would be encouraged to 


emulate her example with the hope 
of being similarly immortalized.

BLACKSBURG.

And it is conducted 
in such a way that it brings the 
farmer up to a recegnition of his 
tiue position. He cannot forget it, 
when he is led by such men as Ruf 
ner and Lane. 

This Institution was represented 
at the late State Fair by Col, Elsey, 
and we take pleasure in naming 
him among the distinguished Virgi- 
niaus who have honored the North 


Carolina State Fair with their pre- 
senee.

ORDINANCES 
Passed by the North Caroline Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1879. 


A BILL TO BE ENTITLED AN ORDI- 
NANCE TO SUBMIT TO THE PEOPLE 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTI- 
TUTION ADOPTED BY THIS CONVEN* 
TION. 

Srecrion 1. Be if ordained by the 
peopte of North Carolina in Conven- 
tion assembled, That theamendments 
to the Constifution of this State, 
adopted by this Convention at any 
time during its session, shall be sub- 
mitted to the people for ratification or 
rejection, as a Whole, at the general 
election to be held on the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in No- 
vember, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy- 
six. That every person entitled to 
vote under the existing Constitution 
and laws of this State, shall be en- 
titled to vote for the ratification or 
rejection of said amendments; those 
who wish aratification of the amend- 
ments voting with a printed or writ- 
ten ticket, “‘Ratification,’”’ those ofa 
coptrary opinion, ‘“Rejection.”? That 
snid election shall be held, and said 
qualified electors shail vote, at the 
usual places of voting in the several 
counties of this State; and that said 
election shall be conducted under the 
sume rules and regulations, and under 
the same pains and penalties as are 
new required and prescribed by law, 
and returos thereof made, 
to the laws now in force regulating 
the election of members of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Sec. 2. That the returns of the 
whole vote cast for the ratificatios 
and for the rejection of said amend- 
ments, shall be made by the sheriffs 
of the several counties of the State to 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the State, at Raleigh, with- 
in thirty days afterthe election: 
Provided, That ifthe office of Chief 
Justice shall become vacant by death, 
resignation or otherwise, the said re- 
turns shall in like manner be made 
to the Attorney General of the State; 
and the returns of said votes shall, 
within ten days thereafler, be exe 
amined apd canvassed by the said 
Chief Justice, or Attorney General 
in case of the vacancy in the said 
office of Chief Justice in the presence 
of the Governor, and proclamation 
shall be made by the Governor forth- 
with of the result of (he canvass. 

Sec. 3. That if, upon such car- 
vass, itshallappear that a majority 
of the votes polled were in favor of 
the ratification of the amendments, 
then the said amendments to the 
Constitution shall constitute a part 
of the Constitution of the State, and 
shalltake effect as such on the first 
day of January, A. D. one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-seven ; 
and thereupon the Governor shall 
cause to be endorsed on said amend 
ments, as enrolled by this Conven- 
tion, a certificate under his signature 
declaring that thesaid amendments 
bave been ratified by the peopleof 
North Carolina. ‘ihe Secretary of 
State shall countersign the said certi- 
ficate and anvex thereto the great 
seal of the State, and the said amend- 
ments so enrolled, with the certifi- 
cates aforesaid, shall be forever Kept 
among the archives of the ‘State, in 
the office of the Secretary of State 
aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. That said ameudmeunts to 
the Constitution, after being duly 
enrolled and properly authenticated, 
shall be depesited by the Secretary 
of the Convention in the office ofthe 
~ecretary of State for safe Keeping, 
and shall be, by order of the Govern- 
or and Seeretary of State, published 
for six months In two papers, one of 
each political party in each Congres- 
sional District of the State, inmmedi- 
ately preceding the day of election 
aforesaid’. 

Sec. 5. This ordinance shall bein 
force from and after the day o/ its rat- 
ification. 

Read and ratified in open Con- 
vention, this 30th day of September, 
1875.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE OR- 
DINANCE SUBMITTING THE AMEND- 
MENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION TO 
THE PEOPLE. 

The people of Morth Carolina in 
Convention assembled do ordain, 
That the ordinance passed by this 
Convention avd ratified ou the thir- 
tielh day of September, Auno Domini 
one thousand eight hundred aud 
seventy-five, entitled “An ordinance 
to submit to the people the amend- 
ments to the Constitution, adopted 
by this Convention,’’ be and the 
same is hereby soamended as to strike 
out and abrovate section four of said 
ordinanee and insert and ordain in 
lieu thereof, as follows : 

SECTION 4. The said amendments 
to the Constitution, after being duly 
enrolled and properly authenticated, 
shall be deposited by the Secretary 
ofthis Convention in the oifice of 
the Secretary of the State for safe 
keeping; and it shall be the duty of 
the Secretary of this Convention and 
the Public Auditor to have printed, 
io pamphlet form, on or before the 
firstday of January next, the said 
amendments, with the certificate of 
the Secretary of State annexed there- 
to, together with a copy of the Con- 
stitution, as it will read as proposed 
to be amended, one hundred thous- 
and copies, of which one hundred 
copies shall be distributed to each 
delegate of this Conventiou, and the 
remainder among the counties of the 
State in proportion to population, 
And the necessary sum be and is 
hereby appropriated to pay the ex- 
pense of said publication aud distrib- 
ulion. 

Kead three times and ratified in 
open Convention, this 9th day of 
October, 1575.

Be it ordained by the people of 
North Carolina in Convention assem- 
bled, ‘That section fourteen, article 
four, of the Constitution, shall read 
as follows: 

That every Judge of the Superior 
Court shall reside in the distriet for 
which he is elected. The Judges 
shall preside in the Couris of the dif- 
ferent districts successively, but no 
Judge shall hold the Courts in the 
same district oftener than onee in

Womau’s Congress— Addresses b 
*-Jenore June.’? Miss Strazey an

SyracusE, N. Y., Oct. 14.—The 
Woman's Congress was opened this 
morning by an address on ‘*Women 
in Journalism,’’ by Mrs. Crowly, 
(Jennie June,) of New York. The 
speaker came to the conclusion that 
men were utterly unfitted to do the 
highest duties of a journalist. Wo- 
mew alone had the qualities for such 
positions, and it would not be long 
before they would show it. Miss 
Strazey, of Boston, read the transla- 
tion of a paper on ** Women in.Medi- 
cine.” 

The opinions of a French profes- 
sor, who asserted against allowing 
women to engage in the medical pro- 
fession, wereansWered in the paper, 
and to the effect that no danger 
to either sex would come from co-ed- 
ucation ; no more danger was to be 
apprehended in the dissecting room 
than in the ball-room or in the sa- 
loon. This evening an address was 
delivered by Mrs. Mary EK. Liver- 
more on “superfluous women.” 

She combatted the idea that un- 
married women were superiluous 
members of society, and said that 
through all ages unmarried women 
had accomplished untold good and 
had elevated the race by their noble 
and unselfish work. All women, 
she declared, should be educated and 
fitted for some legitimate industrial 
pursuit. The audience this evening 
was the largest ever assembi ed in the 
Opera-honse. Hundreds were un- 
able to obtain admission.
